A projected budget deficit of $400,000 
for this academic year has resulted in a 
freeze on library funds for new book 
purchasing as well as an across-the-board 
freeze on 10% of all departmental 
operatin funds for the rest of the year 

President Bernard Hyink explained that 
the deficit arose, in part, because the 
college must pay back to the state 
approximately $500,000 in funds 
appropriated to the college but never 
received 

Confusing? The culprit in the extremely 
complex matter is a state budgetary 
policy known as salary saving. Each year 
when budgets are allocated for state 
agencies, a specified amount in each 
individual budget is expected to be 
returned to the state at year’s end. This 
money, in this case the college, never sees 
any of the money, although on paper it is 
included in the budget 

The concept is that each year, as a state 
agency has a turnover in its employees 
there are gaps of time when no salary 1s 
disbursed between someone's resignation 
and the time a replacement is hired. The 
state, for the last 15 years, has computed 
an average expectation of unexpended 
revenue for each agency and deducted 
that amount beforehand from the 
agency's budget. For example, an agency 
may have a budget of $20 million, but at 
an estimated five percent return, it only 
receives $19 million because the state 
expects a milion to be gained back in 
salary savings. In the state college system, 
the expected return is two percent on all 
faculty positions and four percent on all 
other employees. Rather than receive any 
unspent monies at the end of the fiscal 
year, the expected amount 1s deducted at 
the beginning of the year 
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amounts to approximately $§00,000 
But, due to 
revenue and, in a few 
budgets the college will have a deficit this 
year. Whereas ordinarily the salary 
savings-money could be used to offset 
this deficit, with another college picking 
up the salary savings loss, that is not 
possible this year with each institution 
responsibie for its own savings 

Hence, other means of eliminating the 
projected deficit had to be found. At a 
meeting with the Chancellor’s office and 
state department of it was 
decided that if the liege could 
individually account for $100,000 of the 
deficit, the Chancellor’s office would try 
to recover (he rest within the system 
Thus, President Hyink, with the advice 
of his Budget Task Committee, decided 
to freeze 10% of the departmental 
operating funds, about $50,000. It was 
felt the other $50,000 could be most 
easily obtained by freezing that amount 
in the library’s $370,000 book purchasing 
fund 

However, as Librarian Gordon Martin 
later explained, although the library had 
$370,000 in its budget, that was nm 
longer the case in actuality rhe library's 
book purchasing fund is used to pay for 
new books and employment of technical 
service personnel to process these books 
[he requested funds for this purpose, 
oased upon a state established ratio of 
books-per-student, was $553,000. This 
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was cut by the Chancellor's office, 
however, by 35% to $377,000. At the 
time the $56,000 was frozen, all but 
$70,000 was spent or commitied since 
books must be ordered in advance 

Thus the $50,000 freeze not only brings 
the library’s usable funds in this area to 
55% of what is recommended for 4 
college with SSC’s enrollment, it also 
effectively eliminated expenditure of the 
remainder of available funds 

The practical result of this is that no 
more new books or pperiodicals may be 
ordered until the deficit can be made up 
and the freeze lifted. Ordinarily at this 
time, Martin explained, books being used 
in the spring semester would be ordered 
for the reserve book room. This may not 
now be done. Thus students next 
semester may find that a book 
supposedly on reserve for a class may 
never have been ordered 

in addition to this difficulty, Martin 
continued, technical service money for 
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employees to process the books are 
sometiraes used to hire the public service 
employees since those funds are 
inadequately budgeted if the library is to 
maintain the extended hours it currently 
furictions with 

Right now there is no serious problem 
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but if anyone leaves or resigns, 4 
replacement could not be hired. This ties 
in with another freeze, one that applies 
statewide announced by Gov. Reagan a 
few weeks ago, freezing all hiring in 
general until the state’s budget crisis is in
